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Police appeal to public after tip-off success results in two arrests 


‘Stop the dealers’ 


POLICE are urging the public to 
get in touch with them about sus¬ 
pected drug-dealing - after tip-offs 
resulted in two arrests in the last 
fortnight. 

The first arrest took place on 
October 23 at around 11am, after 
a warrant was issued on a property 
in Haverhill’s Abingdon Place. 

A 33-year-old man from the 
Haverhill area was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of possessing a controlled 
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drug with intent to supply. Some 
cash, a mobile phone and a white 
substance believed to be a class A 
drug were seized from the prop¬ 
erty. 

The second arrest took place 
just three days later, on October 
26, when a 29-year-old man from 


London was searched by police 
at around 3.30pm. He was then 
arrested on suspicion of posses¬ 
sion of a class B drug and posses¬ 
sion with intent to supply class A 
drugs. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, of Haver¬ 
hill police, said that information 
received from members of the 
public had been crucial in mak¬ 
ing these two arrests. He urged 
residents to get in touch on 101 if 


they see anything suspicious. This 
could be strangers who may have 
arrived recently from London, or 
unusual activity at a property. 

He added: “If we get good infor¬ 
mation from the public, we can do 
an awful lot to crack down on class 
A drug dealing in Haverhill.”

At the cemetery, a 
wreath-laying ceremony 
will begin at 2.40pm and 
will be led by the Lord 
Lieutenant representative, 
Mr George Vestey, Deputy 
Lieutenant, the Mayor of St 


Edmundsbury and the Town 
Mayor of Haverhill. 

This will be followed by 
the salute as the parade 
marches to St Mary's 
Church for the service, 
which will begin at 3.15pm. 
Lord Risby will do the 
reading, and it will be 
finished at 4.15pm. 



400-year-old 
tomb gets £12k 


A 400-YEAR-OLD monu¬ 
ment “of national signifi¬ 
cance” is being restored - 
thanks to £12,000 of funding. 

The Soame monument 
in St Peter’s Church, Little 
Thurlow, was built in 1622 
in memory of Sir Stephen 
Soame and his wife. It fea¬ 
tures effigies of the couple 
and their 11 children. 

Sir Stephen Soame built 
the original school in Little 
Thurlow and was respon¬ 
sible for almshouses in the 
village which stand to this 
day. He also served as Lord 
Mayor of London and as a 
member of parliament. 

Rector of the Stourhead 
Benefice, the Rev Derek Hol¬ 
lis, said about the monu¬ 
ment: “Our church architect 
considers that the monu¬ 
ment is of national signifi¬ 
cance, partly because of its 
age.” 

ARTS 
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Very few churches have 
monuments this old; Mr 
Hollis is aware of just one, in 
a church near Nottingham. 

He went on: “Because of 
its age it’s started to deterio¬ 
rate. Some of the stonework 
is actually held together by 
iron brackets, and the iron¬ 
work begins to go rusty and 
those bits come loose.” 

The monument, Mr Hollis 
says, needs not just a thor¬ 
ough clean, but parts of it 
must be taken out and sta¬ 
bilised. 

A lead theft several years 
ago meant that rain leaked 
into the church and onto the 
monument, making it dete¬ 
riorate more quickly. Anoth¬ 
er lead theft this July meant 
that the church had even less 


money to spend on restoring 
the historic monument. 

But the parochial church 
council is now set to receive 
grant funding from The All- 
churches Trust, The Francis 
Coales Charitable Founda¬ 
tion, The Mercers’ Company 
Charitable Foundation, The 
Worshipful Company of 
Weavers, The Leche Trust, 
The Dulverton Trust, The 
Cathedral and Church Build¬ 
ings Division (Churchcare), 
and The Veneziana Fund. 

Although two of the grants 
are dependent on the work 
being completed, the total 
grant money is an impressive 
£12,000, enough to complete 
the restoration work. 

The work should preserve 
the monument for posterity. 

Mr Hollis said: “After¬ 
wards, we would hope that it 
was good for another couple 
of hundred years.”

DISCOUNT store Pound- 
stretcher is still set to open 
a shop in a disused Co-op 
in Haverhill - despite initial 
plans to open in October. 

The site of the old Co-op¬ 
erative store in Jubilee Walk, 
Haverhill, has been empty 
since December 2011. 

In August Poundstretcher 
announced its intention to 
open a store on the site in 
October. 

This was followed by the 
announcement in September 
that St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council would be tak¬ 
ing control of the site from 
the Co-Operative group, 
which previously held the 
lease. 

The council said it would 
let the site on a short-term 
lease as well as secure long¬ 
term development there for 
the future of Haverhill. 

This week, Cllr Alaric 
Pugh, St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for planning and growth 
said: “I am very happy to 
confirm that negotiations 
with Poundstretcher are at 
an advanced stage.” 

On Friday, company secre¬ 
tary of Poundstretcher, Mar- 
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tin Collinson, confirmed that 
the discount store on the site 
would now be going ahead 
in early December this year, 
to have time to start selling 
before Christmas. 

He said about the delay: 
“I’ve never known a store 
to open exactly when you 
would originally plan it. 
Those plans do tend to move. 

“There’s all sorts of com¬ 
plicating factors. We are 
opening a number of stores 
all the time. Clearly for us, 
we would have liked to open 
sooner to get a fuller run up 
to Christmas.” 

The old Co-Op build¬ 
ing is one of the key sites 
for redevelopment outlined 
in ONE Haverhill’s town 
centre masterplan. The 
masterplan, drawn up this 
year after extensive con¬ 
sultation with members of 
the public, became an offi¬ 
cial planning document in 
September. 

Plans for the site outlined 
in the masterplan include 
creating a new town square 


called “Jubilee Place” and 
a bus interchange in what 
is now the Jubilee Walk car 
park outside the building. 

A spokesperson for the 
borough council said about 
the plans currently being ne¬ 
gotiated for the building: “It 
is a lease that gives the coun¬ 
cil the flexibility to pursue 
the visions as set out in the 
Haverhill masterplan.” 

Chair of the Haverhill 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Paul Donno, said: “It’s good 
that the building’s going to 
be occupied. It’s bad that’s 
it’s been put back. We hope 
that it’s going to be occupied 
sooner rather than later. 

“It might not be the sort 
of shop that we would com¬ 
mend for that premises but 
it’s the start of work towards 
the masterplan.” 

Chair of ONE Haverhill, 
Sarah Howard, added: “That 
site is a very important part 
of the masterplan, however 
it’s good that it’s being used. 

“There’s been some dis¬ 
cussion about the quality of 
the shops in Haverhill. The 
only way they are going to 
improve is if people use 
those shops.”

Fallen pilots could join 
the memorial next year 
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TWO RAF pilots who have been left 
off a war memorial for three-quar¬ 
ters of a century could finally have 
their names added to it. 

Sergeant Tom English and Pilot 
Officer John Gurteen were killed 
in action in 1939 and 1940 respec¬ 
tively. 

Sgt English was shot down by en¬ 
emy forces during an attack on Ger¬ 
man warships at Wilhelmshaven. 
PO Gurteen was killed during fight¬ 
ing over south-east England, when 
his plane crashed onto a house in 
Hartley, Kent. 

Sgt English was married to a 
Haverhill schoolteacher and PO 
Gurteen’s family lived in the town, 
but neither soldier is remembered 
on the Second World War memorial 
in Haverhill cemetery. 

Now the town’s branch of the 
Royal British Legion is fighting to 
have the men’s names added to the 
memorial. 

Alan Bumpstead, secretary of the 
Haverhill men’s branch of the Royal 
British Legion, said: “Our memo¬ 


rials are a focal point for remem¬ 
brance. Each year the names being 
on there are a reminder of our local 
men and woman whose lives were 
lost in the conflict. 

“It’s really important that this list 
is maintained and updated.” 

The Royal British Legion is work¬ 
ing with the cemeteries officer from 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
and the War Memorials Trust to try 
to get 75 per cent funding to have 
the names added to the memorial. 

After a successful pre-applica¬ 
tion, they are pulling together evi¬ 
dence about the two men who lost 
their lives for a full application in 
March. If this application for the 
money is successful, the names 
would be on the memorial in time 
for Remembrance Day 2016. 

If you would like to find out more 
about the two men, further details 
are included in a display about 
them which is currently at Haver¬ 
hill Library, or visit the Local His¬ 
tory Group at Haverhill Arts Centre.

Social housing 
is important 

AN open letter to Greg Clark, 
Secretary of State for Communities. 

In the letters page of the Daily 
Telegraph ('Building houses for new 
millions is the biggest challenge facing 
Britain', October 31), you boast of 
your achievements in housebuilding. 
Let me invite you to Nayland Road, 
Haverhill, to see how tightly the 
dwellings are crammed in, to see 
how little open space there is in the 
whole of the Clements Estate. The 
local housing association, Havebury, 
is about to knock down the garages, 
take away the parking spaces, usurp 
their little patch of grass and squeeze 
in some more housing units. It does 
this in order to qualify for government 
grants, and it is doing it in spite of 
every objection from town, borough 
and county. Remind me, Mr Clark, 
who overrides local democracy 
in order to keep the Chancellor's 
housing and construction bubble 
on the rails for a few more months. 
You do, Mr Clark, you and your civil 
servants are doing this. 

I saw the problem looming as soon 
as I was elected a county councillor. 
We put a motion to Suffolk County 
Council to release at least one 
brownfield acre of the 30 it owns 
in the town, with the intention of 
relieving the pressure on Havebury to 
meet unrealistic government targets. 
Everyone voted against, Labour, 
Conservative, Lib Dem, everyone 
except the Greens who didn't bother 
to turn up. You, the Conservatives, 
have no long-term policy for social 
housing, it's make-do and mend, and 
the people who suffer for your short¬ 
sightedness are those least able to 
spare the time to fight their corner. 

The root cause is, of course, 
unprecedented population 
growth exacerbated by unfettered 
immigration. Eventually the pressure 
for development will affect those 
who always vote for your party, 
residents of the small towns and 
villages of Suffolk. They will come to 
us and ask why we're doing nothing 
to protect them.

Crossing 
campaign 
a success

A PEDESTRIAN crossing which a resident be¬ 
gan campaigning for in 2012 should be deliv¬ 
ered by the end of the year, 

Resident Ron Davies contacted county 
councillors in October 2012 about a possi¬ 
ble pedestrian crossing on the A1307 outside 
Sainsbury’s. He was worried about the safety of 
the road after seeing a boy almost get run over 
while crossing from a busy bus stop to the su¬ 
permarket. 

The campaign gained the support of a num¬ 
ber of county councillors, including, Ann Gow¬ 
er, Tony Brown, and Mary Evans. 

These councillors met to move the project 
forward around 18 months ago and they all, as 
well as Cllrs lulian Flood and Tim Marks, put 
money from their locality budgets towards it. 

The crossing was due to be completed in au¬ 
tumn this year, but was postponed due to de¬ 
lays in the design process. Now work will at last 
start on November 30. 

Mr Davies said: “I’m a bit more than disap¬ 
pointed that it’s taken this long, but there is 
light at the end of the tunnel.” 

Cllr Brown added: “I am obviously really 
pleased. It has been a bit of a saga over the last 
18 months and it took a combined effort from 
all the county councillors. We are all involved 
in pushing forward, we’re just sorry it hasn’t 
been earlier in the year.” 

The works are set to take place overnight 
from 10pm to 6am, to create minimum dis¬ 
ruption on the busy 40mph road. The works 
should take around two to three weeks to com¬ 
plete. At the same time as installing the pedes¬ 
trian crossing, the contractors will be working 
on the nearby roundabout outside B&Q. 

They will resurface the road around the 
roundabout and repaint the white lines to 
make them clearer.

Clock is 
sent for 
repairs 

A NEW town clock has 
“clocked off” for repairs 
- within a month of being 
unveiled. 

The Haverhill Victory 
Clock, which stands in 
the town’s Jubilee Walk, 
was officially unveiled on 
October 2.

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A PERFORMER who hopes to 
turn Haverhill into a music 
hub to rival Manchester or 
Birmingham is issuing a rally¬ 
ing call to local musicians. 

Tyson Knight, 37, who lives 
in Parkway, Haverhill, moved 
to the town two years ago. He 
has been making music in the 
town since a road traffic acci¬ 
dent put an end to his con¬ 
struction career. 

But he is discouraged by the 
lack of facilities such as a local 
radio station and recording 
studios. 

He said: “I want to make 
this my home but I need to 
be able to access the things I 
need to survive.” 

Tyson is starting a cam¬ 
paign to stimulate the urban 
music scene in the town. He 
estimates that there are at 
least 100 talented young peo¬ 
ple in Haverhill who do not 
have the resources to develop 
their skills. 

He said: “There’re a lot of 
kids out there who are really, 
really involved. I know small¬ 
er kids in primary school who

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are looking up to Devlin and 
Professor Green. I’m trying to 
be an ambassador and think 
outside the box.” 

As a first step, Tyson has set 
up a Facebook page called 
“Haverhill Unsigned” for lo¬ 
cal musicians. He is MCing 
at a “Haverhill vs Bury St Ed¬ 
munds” music night called 
Kalm in Bury St Edmunds 
after a planned event at the 
Haverhill Arts Centre fell 
through. 

Nick Keeble, arts and lei¬ 
sure manager at the arts cen¬ 
tre, said: “The event booking 
in September was a private 
booking and was cancelled by 
the organiser at a late stage. 

“We have had one chat with 
Tyson and are due to have an¬ 
other one soon. I’ve seen him 
recently. He’s got an amazing 
amount of enthusiasm and 
energy to make something 
happen.” 

Tyson, who grew up in Bir¬ 


mingham, said: “I have been 
involved in the music scenes 
in Manchester, Birmingham, 
Bristol, Leeds and others. I 
can honestly say that Haver¬ 
hill has the potential to com¬ 
pete with them and give the 
less fortunate a platform to 
change their lives for the bet¬ 
ter.” 

In the long run, he would 
like to see a physical premises 
for young musicians in Haver¬ 
hill as well as an online com¬ 
munity. 

One possible venue would 
be the Corn Exchange, which 
has been derelict for over a 
decade, but is soon to under¬ 
go a structural survey funded 
by the town council.

Remembering the dark day 
town lost two brave soldiers 



DEARLY LOVED: Trooper Dennis Smith 
from Haverhill was killed on July 18,1944, 
during fierce fighting in France 


JULY 18, 1944, was a black day for 
Haverhill. 

Six weeks after landing on Sword 
Beach during D-Day, two Haver¬ 
hill men died on the same day and 
were buried in the same cemetery 

Dennis Reginald Smith, born 
locally in 1923, was the young¬ 
est child of Stanley and Florence 
Smith. Florence died when Den¬ 
nis was 12 but the following year 
his father remarried and he and 
his second wife Rhoda made their 
home in Wratting Road, calling it 
Stanrho - the name it still carries. 

Dennis was a member of the 
Home Guard before joining the 
Royal Armoured Corps, 13th/ 18th 
Royal Hussars which was equipped 
with Sherman tanks. 

Albert Robert Barber, (Bob), the 
son of Albert and Alice Barber, was 
born in 1915. Bob’s mother died 
when he was aged just 3 but his 
father married widow Elisa Kim- 
mence, a mother of five, so Bob 
and his two sisters were brought 
up as part of a large family living at 
Burton End. 

Early in 1940, Bob married Ol¬ 
ive Piper in Brentford and they 
settled in Acton. Olive’s mother, 
Alice (nee Shipp) had been born

in Haverhill so perhaps they met 
during a visit to maternal relatives. 
Bob was eventually to join the 2nd 
Battalion King’s Shropshire Light 
Infantry. 

Six weeks after Dennis and Bob 
landed on French soil, the biggest 
battle to involve British armour 
began. With the aim of liberating 
Caen the 13th/18th Royal Hussars 
and the 2nd KSLI were embroiled 
in fierce fighting against divisions 
from the Western Panzergruppe. 

Dennis and Bob were killed on 
the first day of action - July 18, 
1944. 

A newspaper bore two reports 
on August 5: 

‘Mr & Mrs S Smith received offi¬ 
cial intimation that their youngest 
son, Trooper Dennis Smith, was 
killed in action... on July 18. A sub¬ 
sequent letter has been received 
from a comrade who states he was 
with him when he died, with the 
only consoling news in the sad af¬ 


fair that Dennis suffered no pain. 
He was within a month of his 21st 
birthday.’ 

‘The sad news has been received 
by Mr A Barber, of 50 High Street, 
that his only son Pte Albert Rob¬ 
ert Barber of the KSLI died from 
wounds received in action on July 
18. Pte Barber, who was 28 years of 
age, leaves a widow to mourn her 
loss.’ 

It does not mention that Bob’s 
wife was expecting a child who 
was born just months after his 
death - the daughter he was never 
to see. 

Dennis and Bob are both buried 
in Ranville War Cemetery. Dennis’ 
headstone bears an inscription 
chosen by the family: ‘We loved 
him dearly but God loved him 
more’. 

Bob’s headstone bears the in¬ 
scription: ‘To the world he was 
one, to us he was the world, wife 
Olive and daughter, Sandra.’

Lead thieves hit 
10 church roofs 


AN appeal has been 
launched to raise mon¬ 
ey for alarms - after 10 
churches were targeted by 
lead thieves in the space of 
two months. 

Churches in Suffolk have 
had thousands of pounds 
worth of lead stolen from 
their roofs since the start of 
September. 

This includes All Saints 
Church in Hundon, near 
Haverhill, which had 
£30,000 worth of lead sto¬ 
len in mid-September. 

Now St Margaret’s Church 
in Newmarket Road, Cowl- 
inge, has suffered an at¬ 
tempted lead theft. The in¬ 
cident took place between 
October 23-24. 

Thieves had begun to roll 
up a sheet of lead, but they 
did not take any away. It is 
not known what stopped 
them, as the church has no 
alarm. 

The Rev Brian Single- 
ton, rector of the Bansfield 
benefice, which covers 
Cowlinge, said: “It’s pretty

terrifying really. We are in 
a group of seven church¬ 
es and five of them have 
lead work. The benefices 
all around us have experi¬ 
enced substantial damage 
from lead work being re¬ 
moved. 

“It’s all very worrying be¬ 
cause this group seem to 
be able to act silently. They 
just act with impunity and 
go where they feel they can 
get more lead.” 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock visited Hundon’s 
All Saints Church on Fri¬ 
day to see the extent of the 
damage. He has written to 
the Chancellor asking him 
to prioritise church roofs 
suffering from lead theft 
in the Listed Places of Wor¬ 
ship Roof Repair Fund. 

Mr Hancock said: “It is 
devastating to see the dam¬ 
age at All Saints Hundon 


thanks to the lead theft 
earlier this month. This his¬ 
toric church is at the heart 
of the village. The roof will 
cost many thousands to 
mend, and worse, some of 
the graves damaged by the 
lead as it was thrown from 
the roof can never be fully 
repaired.” 

Suffolk Historic Churches 
Trust have launched an ur¬ 
gent appeal in response to 
the spate of thefts, with the 
aim of raising money for 
church alarm systems. 

The presence of an alarm 
not only acts as a deterrent, 
but allows the churches to 
get full insurance for the 
lead on their roofs.

HAVERHILL could have a host of 
events next year to mark special 
anniversaries in 2016. 

The town council’s arts and 
leisure committee discussed the 
possibility of organising events 
throughout the year at a meeting 
on Tuesday night. 

The council’s arts and leisure 
manager Nick Keeble said that 
celebrations for the Queen’s 90th 
birthday in June next year could 
be similar to those held for the 
Diamond Jubilee in 2012. 

He said: “Lor the Jubilee, we 
had a very successful schools 
project working with choirs and 
music groups, and they all came 
together on the stage in Market 
Square.”

Councillors also discussed 
marking a number of other an¬ 


niversaries in 2016. 

As part of the Lirst World War 
centenary, the town may mark 
the 100th anniversary of the Bat¬ 
tle of the Somme in July. 

Mr Keeble suggested marking 
a number of significant arts an¬ 
niversaries which fall in 2016: 
the 400th anniversary of Shake¬ 
speare’s death, the 200th an¬ 
niversary of Charlotte Bronte’s 
birth, the 100th anniversary of 
Roald Dahl’s birth and the 50th 
anniversary of the first Star Trek 
episode being shown. 

He said that arts events to 
mark these anniversaries could 
include workshops and activi¬ 
ties. He added: “Rather than a 
public thing, we could look at 
actually developing people’s in¬ 
terest with some acting and di¬ 
recting classes.” 

The town council agreed to 
have Mr Keeble develop a more 
detailed plan for the Queen’s 
birthday. 

They also agreed that the arts 
centre could employ someone 
on a short term contract to work 
on events possibilities and fund¬ 
ing for the arts anniversaries in 
2016.

JAMES Bond wouldn’t fit in very 
well with today’s elf’n’safety values, 
reports Age UK and MORE TH>N 
Insurance. 

Sandra Broadbent of Age UK Cam¬ 
bridgeshire comments: “This year, 
007 turned 91 and if not fictional, 
could be one of the 18 million over- 
50s that hold a valid driving licence 
in the UK. While Bond is probably 
no longer the proud owner of a no 
claims bonus, Age UK outlines sev¬ 
eral other things that he, and other 
later life drivers, should consider 
when looking at purchasing or up¬ 
dating their car insurance. 

“None of us are likely to have 
ejector seats and voice activated 
communication systems in our cars 
like Bond, but, any modifications 
(performance related or cosmetic), 
should be declared to your insurer. 


This is the case even if the altera¬ 
tions have been made by a previous 
owner.

“If, like Bond, you are lucky 
enough to be clocking up the miles 
cruising along the Sardinian coast¬ 
line, check how your policy chang¬ 
es when you take your car abroad. 
Most comprehensive policies will 
drop to third party as soon as you 
cross the channel so speak to your 
insurer about extending your cover 
before you leave.

IPT increase will 
add £12.80 to 
insurance deals 



VEHICLE ID CHECK: Scrapped 


T HE increase in insurance 
premium tax (IPT) from 
6 per cent to 9.5 per 
cent will raise an extra £386 
million a year from motorists, 
according to a new study. 

The RAC - which 
commissioned the research 
- said drivers will pay an 
average of £12.80 more for 
their insurance policies when 
the tax rise comes into effect 
on Sunday. 

The motoring organisation 
warned that young drivers will 
be hardest hit by the increase. 

It found that average 
premiums for those aged 
under 26 are £810, with 
18-20 year-olds paying £972. 
The hike in IPT will take their 
renewals to £838 and £1,006 
respectively. 

The RAC calculated that a 
typical driver who fills up a 
55-litre car with diesel twice 
a month will pay around 
£1,200 a year in overall 
motoring taxation, including 
fuel duty, VAT on fuel, vehicle 
excise duty and IPT. 

The body's insurance 
director, Mark Godfrey, said: 
"Insurance is - rightly - 
mandatory for anyone getting 
behind the wheel. 

"The 3.5 per cent hike 
in IPT is another stealth 
tax like fuel duty that has 
unreasonably added to 
the already considerable 
contribution made to the 
Treasury by motorists. 


"With insurance premiums 
currently going up faster than 
they have in the last five 
years, it's sadly going to be a 
double whammy of bad news 
for the motorist." 

Meanwhile vehicle checks 
which cost motorists almost 
£10 million a year have been 
abolished by the Department 
for Transport. 

Since 2003 drivers who 
wanted to return a written- 
off car to the road have 
needed to apply for a vehicle 
identity check (VIC) to prove 
their vehicle matched the 
registration details. 

But the scheme - described 
by Transport Secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin as an 
"unnecessary burden" - has 
been scrapped. 


The VIC was introduced to 
stop vehicle ringing - where 
criminals make it easier to sell 
stolen cars by swapping the 
identity of vehicles no longer 
economical to repair with 
a stolen vehicle of a similar 
make and model. 

The DfT said that during 
the past 12 years around 
a million checks have 
been made, resulting in 
only a handful of cases of 
wrongdoing. 

Officials believe advances 
in vehicle security already 
deter the low-level criminals 
that the VIC scheme was 
set up to combat, while 
the development of online 
resources allow identification 
to take place without paper 
checks. 



THE first production Detroit Electric SP:01, 
the lightest and fastest two-seat pure- 
electric sports car in the world, has rolled 
off the line at the company's Leamington 
Spa manufacturing facility. The new SP:01 is 
destined for one of Detroit Electric's export 
markets to be delivered to the EV company's 
first customer. 

The lightweight SP:01, which goes on sale 
in Asia and Europe soon, combines a carbon 
fibre body with an aluminium chassis. It has 
a class-leading power to weight ratio and 
promises blistering acceleration, reaching 


60mph from standstill in just 3.7 seconds 
and sprinting to a top speed of 155mph. 
Featuring a 285HP/210kW electric motor, the 
car is fitted with a single-speed automatic 
transmission as standard, with the option 
of twin-speed automatic or 6-speed manual 
transmissions. 

Albert Lam, chairman and group CEO 
of Detroit Electric commented: "We are 
thrilled to see our first production car roll 
off the line at our UK manufacturing site." 
Retail prices for the SP:01 will be announced 
shortly.
